In  his  book  ORITAJ.ENTAL  AIERICAN  SI-IRUBS,  Lr .  Van  Dersal  does  not  attempt 
to  plead  for  the  use  o'f  native  'plf.nts  to  the  exclusion  of  exotics,  but  he  does 
call  the  reader's  attention  to  the  v;oalth  and  virtues  of  native  American  shrubs 
and  tho  ostoem  other  countries  have  for  our  shrubs,  '  Ho  does  not  say  that  native 
shrubs  arc  supjrior  to  r.ll  othors  for  Araorican  gardens,  but  ho  does  say  that 
thei"-;  arc  a  number  of  superior  native  shrubs  which  dosorvo  far  more  attention  than 
has  boon  given  thorn  by  American  gc.rdonors. 

The  introductory  chapt-rs  dealing  with  early  botanical  explorations  and  the 
exportation  and  use  of  American  plants  in  other  countries,  especially  England, 
provides  informative  and  interesting  reading. 

In  another  chapter*,  the  avithor  calls  our  attention  to  the  great  number  of 
horticultural  varieties  and  improved  strains  v/hich  have  been  developed  from 
foreign  shrubs,  and  discusses  the  small  amount  of  horticultural  attention  which 
has  boon  given  to  American  shrubs. 

The  author,  formerly  Chijf  of  the  Biology  Division  of  the  Soil  Conservation 
Service,  previously  v;roto  NATIVE  VfOODY  PLi'-JTTS  OF  TS^l  UNITED  STATES,  v^hich  is  now 
a  standard  reference  for  all  who  work  v/-ith  native  plants.
